■pHE  majority  of  the  class  of  '33,  one  of  the  largest  ever  to  attend  the  Natior.al 
Farm  School,  embarked  on  their  arduous  but  fruitful  journey  on  April  3, 
1935.    The  rest  joined  us  in  June,  after  they  had  completed  their  high  school 
training.
